hundred yards. Wrecking crews 
were rushed to the scene to clear 
a temporary passage, but the 
wreckage was not expected to be 
cleared up thoroughly for several 
hours.

' There really is no good reason 
•why the ratio between the two cur- 
rencies should change simply be- 
cause England goes off the gold 
standard. Canadian currency is 
tied in with the American more 
than with the British system. 


Shortly after the dominion was 


created in 1867, it adopted, and not 
without good reason, a currency 
system identical in value with that 
of the United States. The reason 
for this parallel, if not unity, in 
currency was the fact that the 
bulk of Canada's trade was with 
the United States, and it was, 
therefore, to the advantage of both 
nations that their money be un- 
iform in value. 


The dominion dollar is again 


coming up to par 
because the 


Dominion stands financially on its 
own feet and is perfectly sound. 
Canada is potentially rich, meets 
its obligations when they become 
due and is in the control of a con- 
servative 
government. There is 


probably no more reason for the 
dominion dollar to drop in value 
at this time than there is to sell the 
American dollar short.

LETTER I received quite 
recently, said this: 
"I am a man fifty years 


of age and fear that the stiffness 
I have in my spine is assign Of 
approaching old 
age. 
My real 


fear, too, is that 
the slight trou- 
ble I have now 
may grow worse 
and make me a 
cripple. Can yon 
reassure me?" 


There is lit- 


tle n e e d to 
worry over these 
symptoms. The 
doctors give the 
t r o u b l e de- 
scribed by this 
man a big name, 
but really it is bigger than the 
ailment deserves. 


It is called "senescent arthritis." 


As the name indicates, it is re- 
garded as one of Uie signs of ad- 
vancing age 
But of course a man 


of fifty is not old by any means, and 
I am glad to say he need not worry 
over his trouble. 


It is not at all uncommon for the 


joints of the body to show the effects 
of the wear and tear of life. In view 
of the construction of the body, it is 
really amazing that we do not more 
frequently discover the presence of 
many defective materials here and 
there. 
The strain caused by the 


many demands upon our tissues la 
sure to bring to light a "weakening 
somewhere. 
It is not uncommon to find a per- 


son well aJonp In life who hf^s what 
he calls a "crick" In his neck 01: In 
his kneea. 
There 
Is a crea'sniK 


sound on movement of the Joint and 
a sensation of crating. 


It has been well said that ' misery 


loves company." 
Anyhow. It is re- 


assuring to know that the symptom 
described is very, very common. Its 
victim has much company. Let me 
quote this from a recent writer on 
the sufiject: 
"In the joints of the lower spins 


of 60 to 70 per cent of all persons 
aged more than 50 years, slight 
arthritic/changes can be detected by 
means of the X-ray, although the 
vast majority of these people are not 
in the least aware of their condi- 
tion." 


Let me ernphasize that the symp- 


tom is not Important. One may be 
unduly sensitive to it, but it is en- 
couraging to know there is nothing 
about it to worry over. There need 
be no fear that the trouble will 
spread, or that It will result in se- 
rious crippling. 


The symptoms should serve as a 


warning that good living is Impor- 
tant The benefits of hygienic living 
and proper eating should not be neg- 
lected. 


Some of the effects of age may be 


distressing to our minds, but most 
of them can be accepted philosoph- 
ically because they are unimportant 
in themselves. We may not be able 
to live to the century, but by proper 
care of our bodies we can be pretty 
comfortable to the end.
